“ .The letter to Chancellor 
Adenaucr emphasises the 
“new tone” of — Soviet 
foreign policy, providing a 
sharp contrust to that 
which has, on the whele, 
been favoured during the 
past fow years, whether to 
Gormuny or to other 
countrios, It is reminiacent 
of Stalin’s methods. He 
used to mingle assurances 
of his desire for penceful 
co-exiutence with warnings 
of unpleasant possibilities 
for countries which did not 
comply with his requeats. 
His successors are now 
employing the sume 
method, . 

But both in its letter to Dr 
Adenauer and its hostile 
criticiam of the Common 
Market schéme the Kussian 
governmont .overshot the 
propaganda mark, German 
opinion is sharply divided 
on the question of atomic 
armament. But there has 
been general resentment .at 
,the apparent attempt by 
the Kremlin, to influence 
German _ policy af even 
voiled threats. nthe 
Economic Commission for 
Europe the Russians were 
very firmly told to mind 
their own, business nnd to 
keep out of meddling in 
other. people’s uffairs, 

The Sovicts may have intend- 

‘ed: to create alarm and thus 

. to crente dissension, What 
they have succeeded in, 
doing is to arouse resent. 
ment. They must have, 
sensed this already, yet 
they continue in the ssme 


‘ne. Why? : 

The only. rotionnal sayswer 
appears to be that all these 
flamboyant gestures must 
have another object; that 
they nre intended to impress 
public opinion’ in Russia 
and. the satellite states. 
The Russians are expected 
to feel proud und gratified; 
the satellites and “neutrals” 
awed, : 

Whatever the motives, one 
fact is clear: at this 
moment, in many diverse 
ways, the Sovicts ure busily 
engaged in what is 
popularly known as “throw- 
ing their weight about.”

would have happened if. it 
had not been for Adolf 
Hitler is anybody's guess.

Many bands broke 
up. 

The Basle band was 
time in folding. 
continued for a 
concerts ni Carnegie Hall among 
its most outstanding contribu- 
tions to the musieil seene. 

In 1041, the band was regis- 
tered fifth in Down Beat's an- 
nul Swing Poll. = aed 

By 1942, as Basle’s style de- 
veloped still further, the band 
began to feature solos closcly 
Integmted with the ensemble. 

The music became suave. 
The reeds und brass were ekilled 
in humorous a reastic tonal 
inflections. 5 rhythm -- 
aften breathless and frenetic 
kept him on the way te eommer- 
clal success. 

Music critic Wilder Hobson 
wroté: “In small and informal 
places, such as a Negro country 
club in New Jereey —- "The 
Shady Rest’ — Bi x geroup 
“gave examples of the most ex- 
elting large band playing.
